Actual realization that the great 


-world war takes its toll from all sec 
tions of the country and that every 
tity, town and village must be pre 
pared to receive at any time news of 
the supreme sacrifice having been 
paid by one well known in the com 
-munity, was brought home to the peo 
pie of this part of Volusia county a 
few days ago, when the name of Sam 
Dickinson of Oak Hill was noted in 
the official casualty list as missing in 
action m France 


Mr Dickinson was well known to 


many people m New Smyrna as well 
as m and around Oak Hill, although 
little was known about him 
He came 


to Oak Hill about fi\e vears ago and 
engaged in fishing, being employed 
the greater part of that time by Alfred 
McDonald 
He was called in the first 


draft and in filling out his question 
naire gave the name of Mr McDon 
aid as his nearest friend to whom 
word should he sent m case of ac 
cident or death 


Last Ihursdav Mr McDonald re 


cewed a telegram from the war de 
partment saving Mr Dickinson was 
officiallj reported as missing in ac 
tion in the reports from the battle 
fields in Trance 
No furthei mtorma 


tion has been received bv Mr Me 
Donald 


Mr Dickinson came to Odk Hill 


from some place in South Carolmi 
but nothing is known here of am rei 
atives and it is probable he has no 
relatives or th" name ot one wot'ld 
have been men in the questionna w 
instead of that ot Mr McDonald

for approval schedules calling for de 
liveries in New lork Chicago and 
Kansas City on the fifth morning fol 
lowing shipment from south Florida 
points, fourth morning to Cincinnati 
and St Louis and third morning to 
Washington 


At an earlier meeting when the rail 


road men -were first called upon to 
furnish schedules J T King, execu 
tive transportation assistant to the 
regional director, is reported to have 
said to them 
'You gentlemen are 


asked to prepare onlv schedules which 
ma-* be lived up to and vou will be 
held accountable for service in ac 
cordance to the schedules \ou fur 
nish '

structions "\lr Dow is conhdent that 
shippers may depend upon their ship 
meits receiving thjs serwce

vides tor much taster transportation 
ot shipments than has been predicted

authority have stated that weather

b togar necessary In the diet? 


Neither cane nor beet sugar Is necessary. In the 


average American diet allthesugar needed may ordi- 
narily be supplied by using honey, sirups, fresh, pre- 
served and dried fruits. 


What are the general sugar saving rules? 


Use all sugar sparingly and wherever possible use 


other sweeteners. Be sparing of confections and 
sweet cakes. The American people last year spent 
enough money for candy to feed all Belgium for wo 
years 
Supplement sugar with honey and smips. 


Cultivate a taste for fruit in its natural sweetness. 
Sugar is a fuel food. Get fuel from potatoes and 
other starchy foods rather than from sugar. Sugar 
excels them as an energy-food only because it pro- 
duces energy more quickly. They excel sugar since 
they supply more than merely the fuel need. 


How may the sugar ration be expressed in quantities 


known to everyone? 


Two pounds per month means about 8 ounces per 


week, or a little more than 1 ounce a day. This daily 
ration is a trifle more than 2 tablespoons level full. 
It should be remembered that this is to include all 
sugar used for any purpose whatsoever—for table 
use, cooking, in ice cream and desserts on cereals or 
fruit, in sugar sirups used on griddle cakes, etc.

SUGAR CONSERVATION 


b togar necessary in the diet? 


Neither cane nor beet sugar is necessary. In the 


average American diet allthesugar needed may ordi- 
narily be supplied by using honey, sirups, fresh, pro- 
served and dried fruits. 


What are the general sugar saving rules? 


Use all sugar sparingly and wherever possible use 


other sweeteners. Be sparing of confections and 
sweet cakes. The American people last year spent 
enough money for candy to feed all Belgium for two 
years. Supplement sugar with honey and sirups. 
Cultivate a taste for fruit in its natural sweetness. 
Sugar is a fuel food. Get fuel from potatoes and 
other starchy foods rather than from sugar. Sugar 
excels them as an energy-food only because it pro- 
duces energy more quickly. They excel sugar since 
they supply more than merely the fuel need. 


How may the sugar ration be expressed in quantities 


known to everyone? 


Two pounds per month means about 8 ounces per 


week, or a little more than 1 ounce a day. This daily 
ration is a trifle more than 2 tablespoons level full. 
It should be remembered that this is to include all 
sugar used for any purpose whatsoever—for table 
use, cooking, in ice cream and desserts, on cereals or 
fruit, in sugar sirups used on griddle cakes, etc.
